Santa Fe was one of the earliest points estab- 
lished in Spanish occupation of the region more 
than two centuries ago. It was old when Ply- 
mouth Rock received the tread of the Pilgrim 
Fathers, and the mouth of the Hudson the set- 
tlement of the Manhattanese. Our inch-long 
antiquity in Chicago, borne in the memory of 

men still living, is ridiculous measured beside 
the old town whose adobe buildings and mixed 
caravans of the plains used to figure in the geog- 
raphies early in this century, with the Great 
American Desert cutting it off from all possibil- 
ity of neighborhood and kinship with the Ameri- 
can States. The iron horse is making for Santa 
Fe. The Atchison, Topeka & Santa Fe Railroad 
Company have no less an undertaking in hand, 
and the present advanced stage of their enter- 
prise warrants a description, which the accom- 

. panying map will help at once to a greater abbre- 
viation and fullness. The map shows how Chi- 
cago is connected with this important route by 
several railway lines across Missouri and Iowa. 

The Atchison & Topeka scheme dates from the 
earliest Territorial days. It was incorporated by 
act of the Legislature of the Territory of Kan- 
gas, approved Feb. 11, 1859.

FIRST ORGANIZATION.

THE JURY OF THE PERIOD. 

Another farce, a companion-piece to the ver- 
dict of acquittal in the Fair-Crittenden case, has 
been performed in California, this time at Valle- 
jo.

Page, keeper of a restaurant, shot and mortally 
wounded his wife and killed himself, during a 
quarrel growing out of her alleged infidelity.

THE LAST REW FORGERY. 


From the London Spectator, March 9. 

This last f onthe Bank of England is 
by far the most ingenious, as well as most suc- 
cessful, that has in this country been 
There was brain put into the work, as well as, 
what was far more odd, considerable capital. 
The forger, whvever he was, or rather his em- 
ployer, for there must have been many persons 
engaged, seems to have put to hi a ques- 
tion of this kind. Who in the world, if pos- 
sessed of the forger’s mechanical skill or the 
means of securing it, could forge most easily ? 
Clearly a city magnate, a man accustomed to 
transact large business, to draw many chocks, to 
discount many bills. Therefore, it is needful 
for the forger, if he meditates a operation, 
to place himself in the position of such a eA 
nate, to open a sound account with the 
Bank of England, most suspicious of all banks 
at first, but most trustful when all 
is right, to do much real business, and 
to discount many real bills. These things were 
done until the k became unsuspicious, and 
then the question arose, what is it most profit- 
able to forge? We should answer that question 
very differently frém the forger, for it has y= 
appeared to us that the governments of 
world are reprehensibly silly in the facilities that 
they offer to this t their bonds are very 
clumsy affairs, and a forger with genius and 
in the suppposed position of this one might, just 
after some dividend day—that is, cally in 
January or July—raise enormous loans on deposit 


of fictitious government securities. If ee ;

AN OLD BUG-A-BOO. 

The Evening Journal is another of the news- 
papers that have become disgruntled by the 
farmers’ meetings since they turned a part of 
their attention to the tariff question. It raises 
the old cry that, if the tariff is reduced, all the 
factory operatives will be thrown out of their 
present employment, and go to farming ; that 
there will no longer be any market for bread- 
stuffs, ef cetera. The fact is, not one man reared 
in town ever goes to farming to a thousand farm- 
}-ers’ sons who stroll off to towns. The 
towns are unoeasingly recruited from the 
farms, but the farms from the towns, 
never. City folks, as a general thing, would 
rather starve in the city than work on a farm. 
The work is too hard, and the remuneration too 
small. Moreover, its lonesomeness is an in- 
superable objection to town-bred people. Jour- 
neymen rarely ever have capital enough to buy a 
farm and stock it, even if they wanted to try the 
business, and to enter upon and cultivate one is 
the last thing they will ever do. 

The abolition of protective duties would have 
just this effect. The protected manufacturer, 
finding that everything had cheapened around 
him, including his own productions, would, if 
necessary, reduce the wagesof his “ eight-hour” 
strikers to such scale as would enable him to go 
on with his business ; and the strikers would ac- 
cept them, after a little grumbling, and find, 
after trial, that what they lost in nominal dol- 
lars they had gained in the purchasing power or 
their money, as rents, fuel, and clothing would | 
all be $3 to 50 per cent cheaper, just as they 
were before the war.

But it will be replied that if the tariff on cer- 
tain protected articles be reduced, say to 20 per 
cent, the Government will be left without revenue 
sufficient to carry it on. Of all things, this short- 
age of revenue, if it could be so brought about, 
would be the most desirable. It is an overflow- 
ing Treasury from high taxes that tempts Con- 
gress to make corrupt and extravagant appro- 
priations, and te listen to all sorts of schemes 
for depleting the Treasury. Solong as there is 
a surplus pouring in of $75,000,000 to $100,000, -

THE TAX ON CORN. 

The farmers and other producers of the 
country are very justly investigating what be- 
comes of the proceeds of their labor. 
They want to know why it is that the 
surplus corn raised in Illinois for which 
the people of New York pay 67 cents, and 
the people of New England 70 cents, per bushel, 
only brings the producer 20 cents per bushel. 
‘What becomes of the 50 cents per bushel ? Who 
gets it, and what is done with it? Perhaps a 
few figures taken from official tables will fur- 
nish some information. Mr. Young, the accom- 
plished Statistician of the Treasury Department, 
states that, from 1791 to 1861, the total receipts 
of the Government from tariff and the sales 
of public land were $1,730,530,140. This was 
for a period of seventy years, and included the 
cost of the Revolutionary War, the War of 1812- 
15, and of the Mexican War, all of which were 
paid in full, with interest, out of that revenue. 
It included, also, the cost of the purchase of 
Louisiana, Florida, California, and the debt of 
‘Texas. From 1861 to 1865 the country was at 
war, and the expenditures were necessarily very 
great. But from June, 1865, to July, 1872, a 
period of seven years of profound peace, the 
taxes collected of the people were as follows:

. This, for seven years, is just double the taxes 
collected from 1791 to 1861. From June, 1865, to 
July, 1872, there was paid of the principal of the 
public debt 427, 396, 541, leaving a net revenue 
expended by the Government for matters inde- 
pendent of the debt of 2,975, 189,911. The 
taxes collected in these seven years of peace, 
over and above what was expended in payment 
of the debt, was over $1,200,000,000 in excess of 
the whole cost of the Government, including prin- 
cipal of public debt, three wars, and the purchase 
money for two-thirds the present territorial 
area of the United States, in the seventy years 
from 1791 to 1861. During those seven years, 
the larger part of the missing 50 cents per bushel 
oncorn has been taken to make up this sum 
of 61, 200, 000,000 of extraordinary taxation. 
But that does not account for the whole 
of it. We published the other day the statement 
compiled from official sources by the Hon. Mr. 
Burchard, member of Congress from the Free- 
port District of this State, showing the annual 
tax paid by the people in the way of increased 
cost of five classes of domestic manufactures, 
none of which taxes go into the Treasury. His 
statement was that, in addition to the taxes paid 
directly to the Government, we pay under the 
tariff, in the way of increased cost, the sums fol- 
lowing, upon the classes of e manufac- 
tures named :

It is part of the or- 
dinary party machinery. These thirty-one Con- 
stables, fifteen Justices, three Assessors, three 
Supervisors, three Town Clerks, and three Col-

WATERING RAILROAD STOCK. 

The Rock Island Argus has done the public a 
substantial service in printing the details of the 
construction of the Peoria & Rock Island and 
the Rockford, Rock Island & St. Louis Rail- 
roads, a summary of which was presented in the 
last issue of Tun Trisune. The publication of 
these facts should call the attention of the farm- 
ers, and especially of the Railroad and Ware- 
house Commissioners, to another evil connected 
with railroad management, which is fully as im- 
portant as the special evils now under discussion 
in the Farmers’ Conventions, and in reality is 
one of the principal causes which leads to the 
exorbitant rates of freight and discriminations 
of which the farmers complain. 

The mode of constructing the railroads named 
above is but a sample of the mode of construct-

| company obtains subscriptions from towns and 


counties through which the road is to pass, upon 
the strength of certain benefits which it is alleg- 
ed it will confer upon those places. Having gath- 
ered in their subscriptions, the company then 
proceed to issue first-mortgage bonds, which are 
placed upon the market and sold, sometimes 
exceeding the cost of the road, the surplus 
going into the hands of the construction ring. 
Upon the top of this, stock is issued without a 
dollar being paid in, and inereased from time to 
time, and new mortgage bonds and stock divi- 
dends are piled up, Pelion on Ossa, until by 
far the larger capital of the stock of the road, 
as represented on paper, is fictitious.

Any increase in the aggregate of bonds 
and stock over and above the actual cost of the 
road ia fictitious, and therefore void, according to 
the Constitution of this State, and yet immedi- 
ately after this section of the Constitution was 
adopted, and in utter defiance of it, the Chicago 
& Rock Island Railroad Company issued ficti- 
tious stock to the amount of four millions. 
This Company is not alone in its unconstitu- 
tional proceedings. Nearly all the now railroads 
in the State have done and are doing the same 
thing. Let the farmers now demand, and the 
Railroad and Warehouse Commissioners enforce 


tion shall be respected, and that these issues of 
fictitious stock and other forms of indebtedness 
shall be not only declared but made void. To 
pay the interest on such indebtedness and pay 
dividends on this fictitious stock, the companies 
must charge exorbitant rates. This necessity 
can be obviated by the enforcement of the Con- 
stitution, which of itself will be a long step to- 
wards removing the grievances of which tho 
farmers complain. 
‘STRIKES AND ARBITRATION. 

There are indications of a general strike among 
the workingmen of New York during the spring 
season, and it is predicted that their influence. 
will be extended in such manner as to produce 
simultaneous strikes in the other large cities of 
the country. The President of the Working- 
men’s Union has made the statement that 100,000 
men will be on a strike at the same time in New 
York and Brooklyn, and that arrangements have 
been made for the artisans and mechanics of Bos- 
ton, Chicago, rnd 8t. Louis to follow the example. 
It is announced that the various trades will 
act in concert, The purpose of this general 
strike is to reduce the day's labor from ten to 
eight hours, and the plan is materially the same 
as that of last year’s strike. The Eight-Hour 
League of New York includes the carpenters, 
piano-makers, cabinet-makers, and the majority 
of the most numerous trades-organizations. 
The carpenters of Brooklyn have already given 
their employers notice that they will demand 
$3.50, the pay for ten hours’ work, for a day of 
eight hours. The gas companies had already 
conceded to their employes the privilege of 
working eight hours instead of ten, but re- 
duced the wages in proportion; and now the 
employes propose to strike for the old pay for 
the new and shorter day's work. It is probable 
that the strike among all the trades will be to 
secure ten hours’ pay at the present rates for 
eight hours’ work. 

There are just two ways in which the rates of 
eompensation for labor can be determined,—by 
strikes or by arbitration. The former method 
has been the most common in this country, 
but the experience of last year and former 
years has proved it to be costly to the 
capitalists and detrimental to the inter- 
esta of the laborers. Strikes necessitate 
a serious loss of time and wages which can 
never be regained. Capital has the advantage 
in this method, for it can better afford to lose 
time than the laborers. At all events, it is not 
pressed for money with which to buy bread and 
meat for hungry families, and the proportion of 
the loss is consequently borne with less personal 
suffering. Moreover, strikes are apt to lead to 
acts of violence, destruction of property, the 
dissipation incident to idleness, and a very gen- 
eral demoralization among the classes for whose 
benefit they are organized. As a rule, the re- 
sultant evils of a strike largely over-balance 
the advancement of the laboring interests, even if 
successful, and these evils and hardships are 
frequently endured without in any way beiter- 
ing the condition of the strikers. Such an ex- 
perience should suggest a trial of arbitration as 
a means for determining what shall be a fair and 
equitable compensation for a day’s labor. There 
is no better opportunity for trying the experi- 
ment than the present time offers. The leaders 
of the eight-hour movement now declare that 
they are in a position to hold out as long as the 
capitalists. If this is true, it only forebodes an 
irrepressible conflict, which will result 
in serious injury to both parties. The 
laborers, it is fair to presume, occupy 
one extrome position, and {the capital- 
ists the other. Solongas each class holds out 
obstinately for claims that are purely arbitrary 
on both sides, the outlook is nothing but waste 
and absolute loss, to be shared by the two par- 
ties. Here is certainly the opportunity for arbi- 
tration, in which the capitalists and the working- - 
men shall choose an equal number of representa- 
tives, these to select a third more, to make up 
a board of examination. This board should 
then have the demands of the laborers 
and the claims of the capitalists before 
them in full, from which to reach an 
intelligent conclusion and establish a fair 
basis of compromise. Meanwhile, the work 
would go on uninterrupted, and there would be 
none of the waste and suffering inseparable from 
large strikes. 

The laborers demand that they shall receive 
for eight hours’ work the same pay which they 
now get for ten hours. Here is a loss of two | 
hours a day which represents a certain fixed loss 
of production during a season. If the labor- 
ers shall receive the same pay as now, this 
loss would fall entirely upon the capi- 
talists. The immediate question which 
would come before a Board of Arbi- 
tration would be whether the capitalists can 
afford, or ought to be called upon, to stand the 
whole of this loss. If so, then the rates they 
are now paying for labor are too small. If not, 
then it is likely that the loss should be divided. 
In any case, the only way by which the question 
could be settled justly is in an examination of 
the business and profits. The laboring classes 
have undoubtedly the right to refuse to work 
more than eight hours in a day if they 
so desire, but they have no right, 
on general principles, to demand that. 
they shall receive the same pay for 
eight hours’ work which they get for ten hours’ 
work. The only wayin which such a right can 
be established is by proving that their present 
compensation falls short of what it ought to be 
to that extent. The quickest and fairest means 
for arriving at this is by intelligent and impar- 
tial arbitration made on a full showing of each 
branch of the trades. Arbitration has a decided 
advantage over strikes in that it may be resumed 
whenever there are changes in busipess status 
that seem to require changes in the price of labor. 
This general principle of arbitration would 
be an increase of wages with an increase of 
profits, and, vice versa, a decrease of wages with 
a decrease of profits: The most serious diffi- 
culty that has been found in England, where ar-

A general 
strike could not come at a worse time 
for either the employers or the employed. It is 
to be doubted whether the country could afford 
the reduction of two hours in the day's labor, 
even on a fair basis of compensation.

Bat, if such 
a change is to take place, or any other general 
and important alteration in the relations of capi- 
tal and labor, it can be best brought about by 
‘| arbitration, based upon the needs of the working 
classes and the profits of their employers,— 
thereby preventing the manifold evils and irrep- 
arable losses incident to strikes.

States Senate clearly illustrates the advantages 
as well as the justice of the principle incorpo- 
rated in the Illinois State Constitution, requir- 
ing that the passage of every legislative 
ure shall have a majority vote of all the members 
elected.
